Investigator.'! lookliis Into 
the New York crash may find .some specific 
set of circumstances wlileli will explain It, : 
Yet to some of tha-sc coiicrrnciS with air 
safety the big thing Is the already known 
5^5 fact that the planes Involved were but two 
of some 1,200 aircraft which land and take 
off routinely In the New York area on any 
bad weather dny. 

Traffic controllers do the best Job they 
can to Eort out such heavy traffic as this 
and keep the planes clear of each other. But 
n Is well established that a great share of 
the reports of ncar'inisses come from zones 
close to nlri'orts. 

Few passengers who travel a great deal by 
air have not at one time or another looked 
out of the plane window to see another craft 
jl astonishingly close. The distances may not 
eem great In the light of today's .speeds. 
Obviously the problem i.s complicated In 
New York by the fact that It Is sensed by 
three major airports — two within 12 miles 
of each other. 

That cannot, however, be offered In excuse 
lor this tragedy or any ncnr-mlss. Air safety 
experts have been saying for years that 
traffic control over airfields vastly needs 
noderalzatlDj). They deplore existing air- 
port approach patterns and the present sys- 
tem for holding planes aloft for orderly de- 
Bcent In bad .weather. 

With better electronic aids it Is argued 
that planes can be held In holding patterns 
much farther away from fields than Is now 
the case. The whole Eortlng process can be 
made soXcr and mora ef Ilclcnt. 

irlatlona In congress for these atl - 

vances evidently should have been made 
over the years on a much bigger scale than 
they have. It Is well that the nation's law- 
; makers were rot In session when the New 
York accident occurred. Their cries of com- 
plaint would have seemed quite hollow. 

Stlii, we may avoid another dLsaster like 
that of Dec. 16, II we are lucky and It con- 
gress acts swiftly In lOBl to do what should 
have been done long ago.

ORGANIZED GOVERNMENT 
Unionization ol government workers has 
been spreading gradually In cities, states 
and the federal government for some years, 
Prcsldent-Elect Kennedy has Indicated that 
he looks favorably upon more of lt.among 
federal workers. ' '- 

Bo the big push will be on In 1001. WllllKm 
C. Doherty, president of the National As- 
aoclatlon of Letter Carriers, has announced 
that starting, next month ho will launch a 
drive to organize all unorganized U, S. gov- 
ernment employes Into "one big union." 

Today, about 700.000 of the 2.4 million 
federal ■workers belong to some 23 unions. 
Mr. Doherty wants all the rest, and has 
made It plain that he wouldn't be adverse 
to Incorporating some ot the existing unions 
into his own. 

This labor leader Is a vigorous man, 
proved when he spearheaded the drive for a 
federal pay raise in the last session of con. 
gress, and succeeded over President Elseu' 
hewer's objections. Ho then pressured the 
pay raise bill through both houses In a sin 
gle *Iay over the President's veto. 

This he did In behalf of 138,000 mem- 
bers. Imagine, what his power will be If he 
succeeds In his announced objective of 
speaking for more than 10 times that many. 

While there Is no doubt that a powerful 
single federal union would make govern- 
ment Bteadtly more expensive, this Is not the 
chief matter for concerii. In Philadelphia, 
the city government has bowed to pressure 
and granted union shop for city workers. 
There, all new city employes must Join the 
union or be fired. Such a thing could happen 
In federal government, too. 

And unions today do not confine their ac- 
tivities to matters of pay and fringe bene- 
fits. They actively advocate a whole program 
of governmental objectives, In alt fields from 
education to foreign affairs. - 

The handful of elected reprcscntath „
